Is Practically In Sight—Substantial 

Support By Leading Business Men, 

The business men of Bethel have 
shown their interest in the town as 
well as their confidence in the moving 
powers behind the enterprise which has 
been advocated in these columns for 
the past few weeks, by subscribing to 
the preferred stock to such an extent 
that nearly the required amount has 
been met and enough more is being de¬ 
pended upon to. insure the construction 
of the plant. 

It is seldom that Bethel people are. 
invited to invest their money in any¬ 
thing that, is to be of so much import¬ 
ance and yet in something that abso¬ 
lutely insures a good rate of Interest 
l|rom. the very start. 

It is only In preferred stock that our 
people have been asked to invest, and 
as has been previously explained in 
these columns, this stock is to bo taken 
caro of before any .-onsiddratioa is 
given to the common stock. This 
makes the investment in preferred 
stock absolutely Safe, and at an in¬ 
terest rate, of 6 per cent, the Invest¬ 
ment is a gilt edge one.

Mr. Walter II. Stevens of Gorgona, 
Bopublic of Panama, was in Bumford 
Falls last week visiting his boyhood 
home, which was at Eaton hill, Mr, 
Stevens left Bumford when 17 years 
old. His parents then moved to Win- 
throp where they now live. His fath¬ 
er, Samuel Stevens, n’ow 80 years old, 
is well remembered by the older resi¬ 
dents of the town. 

From 1881 to 1884 the young Mr. 
Stevens was in Wisconsin, where he 
followed the millwright trade. He 
then returned east, and with the ex¬ 
ception of a brief residence at Au¬ 
gusta, made his home in Malden, Mass., 
where for nineteen years ho carried on 
a big contracting and building busi¬ 
ness. 

In August of 1905, he was appointed 
to a position in the canal zone by the 
government. He sailed from New 
York Sept. 6, and was six days on the 
water, the distance boing 1970 miles. 
The landing was at Colon. 

Colon is the Atlantic port. It is an 
island, only separated from the main¬ 
land by a narrow strait. Mr. Stevens 
says on the south side the water at 
high tide, covers nearly half the is¬ 
land and the natives build their houses 
on high posts, and many times the 
first floor (very few have more than 
one) of the houses are flooded. The 
island is of coral formation, and no¬ 
where on the island is there an eleva¬ 
tion more than 3 feet above sea 
level. Much of the island is made 
land. Colon was formerly called 
Aspinwall. 

Mr. Stevens is stationed 25 miles 
from Colon, and 18 from the city of 
Panama, in the town of Gorgona. Ho 
has charge of a gang of house car¬ 
penters engaged in house building. 
Sometimes he has as many as two hund¬ 
red in the gang. His account of the 
people, the workmen, and conditions 
in general is not only interesting, but 
is undoubtedly correct, and is reported 
as one of our “ain” countrymen sees 
it, While the contrast makes things look 
to him as they would to. apy other in¬ 
telligent New Eng and we can 

understand his story much ‘better ; ilian 
we could an official report, or that of 
a man who made a flying visit, or of 
one whose life had been lived where the 
standard of enterprise is nearer that 
of equatorial countries, than is ours. 

Mr. Stevens says the negroes mostly 
of the West India type, are paid 80 
cents per day for common laborers, 
and from $1.25 to $1.80 per day for 
skilled mechanics. This is reckoned in 
Amoriean money—in the native coin, 
it would be about half as much. The 
pay is ample and all they earn, for 
5 or 0 of them are only equal to ono 
white man. All the hard work is done 
by these negroes. All the white men 
are superintendents and foremen. 

The eapenters (white men) rceeive 
56 cents an hour, 8 hours por day. 
Machinists and foundry men got 65 
cents an hour and plenty of over time 
work if they want it. The government 
furnishes quarters for the white men. 
Single men are assigned two to one 
room. Married men have tenements. 
These are free of cost to the men, 
The negroes have camps, and do their 
own cooking, which is all done out 
doors. 

Mr. Stevens, While not rating the 
negroes very highly as workmen, 
speaks favorably of their morals. The 
Jamaica negroes speak English and 
are more or less religiously connected 
with tlie English chur.ch. T hey do not 
get drunk. The only drunkenness is 
among the white men. Liquor is sold 
as freely as molasses, in the Bopublic 
of Panama. 

Mr, Stevens was asked about the re¬ 
ports of immorality among the negroes 
that startled our people some months 
ago. He said (hey came to the canal 
zone with the customs prevailing 
among them at home; and while law¬ 
ful marriage with them did not signify, 
many had complied with the U. S. 
custom. The rule has been established 
that no woman shall be quartered in 
a camp where there is not a separate 
apartment for her. They comply with 
this rule by furnishing an extra bed. 
These women are quiet and do not 
mix with the other people, and prob¬ 
ably no further effort to graft. upon 
them our customs will be made. 

The work of excavating has hardly 
begun, not enough to show to anyone 
looking tlie. ground over. All work up 
to the present time has been prepara¬ 
tory, and the immensity of the task 
is realized only by those who are 
charged with the duty of doing the 
work. The fact that the Panama 
railroad is a 5 foot, gauge, makes it 
ntetssary to build everything now for 
use on that road. The road was con-

NATURAL BEAUTY. 

By M. Elizabeth Roberts. 

How to Beautify the Neck and Chest. - 

The most helpful and invaluable ex¬ 
ercise to beauty and health, is the con¬ 
tinued practice of deep breathing. This 
exercise has a beneficial effect upon 
the chest and lungs, the poise of the 
head and neck as well’as upon the gen¬ 
eral carriage. 

The best method to practice this ex¬ 
ercise is to stand erect With the chin 
well up, (but not tilted). Place the 
hands on the hips, now inhale as much 
fresh air as you can get into the lungs 
without discomfort, then exhale it very 
slowly. It, is important to breathe 
through tile nose. The nostrils arc of 
great use for moistening, warming ami 
filtering tile air before it reaches the 
lungs. The habit of breathing through 
the mouth interferes with nutrition. 

There arc. many simple ard common 
sense exercises which we can practice 
without the expense of a physical 
culture teacher. A fine exercise for 
the neck and chest, is to stand erect 
hands down at the sides—now bow the 
head low or the chest slowly, then back 
again to the nape of the neck. 

Next, let the right check rest on (lie 
right shoulder, then the loft cheek on 
the left shoulder. Repeat these move¬ 
ments five or six times. After this, de¬ 
scribe a circle using the neck as a 
pivot. Do this very slowly in order to 
prevent dizziness. The exercises will 
keep the neck supple, prevent wrinkl¬ 
ing under the chin and will also gradu¬ 
ally reduce any tendency to a double 
(“liin. 

If those exercises are too much 
trouble for my readers to practice, they 
will forfeit some of the greatest ad¬ 
vantages within their reach, As women 
grow older, they do not use the muscles 
of the neck as when they were younger. 
This is one reason for relaxed muscles 
and flabby skin. 

The chest can be developed and 
benefited by the following exercises! 
Stand erect (in a well ventilated room) 
—throw the head fait, back; bring the 
arms down close to the body, clinching 
the hands, Then strike upward with 
the arms as high and as vigorously as 
you can, the right arm first, then the 
left, Then bring the arms down sud¬ 
denly (not too quickly when you first 
begin te practice,) Practice this until 
you begin to feel tired. The breath 
should be drawn in fully and slowly 
while the arms ascend and exhaled 
while they doscend, Remember to have 
good fresh air in the room. You will 
1 not take cold. 

To brace up the relaxed muscles of 
the elite and «cek, clasp the hands 
back of the neck and move the head 
slowly frota hide to side. This will not 
only strengthen all the muscles and 
stimulate the blood to a good circula¬ 
tion, but it will give a graceful op 


pearanee to the neck, bead and should¬ 
ers. I wish I could impress upon the 
minds of my readers the importance of 
this simple, graceful exercise, 

To massage the neck. If the neck 
is thin, knead it with the thumb and 
cushions of the fingers using a firm 
pressure. (By kneading I mean to press 
up and down with the fingers as you 
would kneading a loaf of bread.) Be¬ 
gin at the center of the throat and 
work downward five or six times until 
you reach just under the ear; then 
knead across the throat toward the ear 
five or six times. You will find it 
easy to use the right hand for the left 
side—the left hand for the right side. 

After kneading rub on some reliable 
flesh food and rub it into the skin until 
it 1 b all absorbed, using the same move¬ 
ment as I have given for kneading, 
only rubbing instead of kneading. 
Kneading adds flesh while too much 
rubbing reduces. You can either add 
flesh to the oxtreme thin neck or re¬ 
duce superfluous fat, by perseverance 
and determined effort. 

The chest is treated by the same 
method as I have enlarged upon for 
the neck. If you will follow this ad¬ 
vice every night, and the following 
morning bathe the chest with a solu¬ 
tion of two thirds water and one third 
alcohol (90 per cent.) you will avoid 
taking cold in yon chest during the 
winter. 

If the neck is yellow and discolored 
it can be whitened and beautified by 
this treatment. If you will persevere 
with this method for only one week 
your health will be improved. Of 
course it will take a little time, but 
you will get results. Your throat and 
chest will be greatly strengthened. At. 
the same time firm tissue and new 
beauty will, bo added to the neck and 
eliost and shoulders. 

If you have only time enough to 
follow a little of this advice do so; 
but it is better to follow it all out. Do 
not neglect the deep breathing exer¬ 
cise. In a short time it will be habitual 
for you to breathe correctly, and then 
it will be impossible for you to have 
round shoulders. 

In another article 1 will enlarge up¬ 
on other graceful exercises for the 
body. Emerson says: “The first 
wealth is health.

The completion and opening for 
traffic of a railroad 14,000 feet above 
the sea level is an event of moment 
in that kind of building and the one 
just finished leading from the Colo* 
rado & Southern line to the summit 
of Mount McClellan, on Gray’s peak, 
is the second in the,world to reach 
that altitude.

.they climb' anywhere so loftily as 
the one just finished and its Peruvian 
predecessor, it will be time to fire 
off cannon and hold celebrations of 
exultation over the performance. 

It is only the rail which has per¬ 
mitted the wonders of the world to 
.be reached and we have only begun 
to penetrate into their walied-in do¬ 
minions. The train which spins over 
the torrent of Zambesi’s fall across 
■ its high and slender steel arch re¬

-and linked into the chain binding the 
accessible together which is reticu¬ 
lated with meshes growing smaller 
and smaller all over the world.

j The chief difficulty in the way of 
, success in all creameries where the 
’ cream is collected instead of the milk 
j is the difficulty of getting the cream 
, delivery in a sweet, clean flavored 
condition. Patrons who deliver milk 
know that it must be delivered sweet 
daily, or at least six times a week in 
warm weather, in order to have it in 
a condition fit to make rime butter. 
On the other hand, cream will remain 
sweet for a longer time than milk, and 
most persons consider that it does 
no harm if the cream sours—in fact, 
it pays better to have it sour, because 
they receive a higher test for such 
cream from , those creameries using 
the oil test. This is the chief reason 
why the oil test should be discarded 
In favor of the Babcock, which latter 
lest places a premium on sweet cream. 

In order to get sweet cream for 
creameries the two main requisites 
are to keep everything clean and to ! 
keep the cream as cold as possible un¬ 
til it is delivered at tbe creamery. 
The first requisite should be easy, but 
many persons fail here for the same 
reason that an old bachelor failed in 
getting good results in his cooking by 
following rt-cipes in cookbooks, When 
some one asked him if he had ever 
tried any of the recipes for cooking, 

‘ be said he had tried a good many of 
them, but never had good results. 
Wh«n asked why, he said they all be¬ 
gan in the same way, "take a clean 
dish," and he couldn’t do • that very 
handily, consequently he gave up re¬ 
ferring to cookbooks. The second 
requisite is gotten by having on hand 
a supply of ice or cold water, Ordin¬ 
arily each and every patron ought to 
have a supply of ice for cooling 
cream. The subject may be summar¬ 
ized in the following, as presented by 
Prof. Dean in the Canadian Dairy¬ 
man: 

First—Clean the pails, cans and 
soparator daily or twice daily. 

Second—Cool cream to 50 degrees 
by the use of ice or cold water, 

Third—Have rich cream testing not 
less than 25 to 35 per cent, fat. 

Fourth—Fresh cream should not 
be added to older cream until after it 
. is cooled to 50 degrees, 

I Fifth—Deliver daily or at least four 
times a week in warm weather. The l e 
cream can or tanks should be protect¬ 
ed from sun, rain and dust while on 
the wagons. 

i' Sixth—Proper weighing, measuring 
and sampling are essential Tor satis¬ 
faction among -the patrons. 

Beyentli—Cream should be pasteur¬ 
ized and cooled at the creamery, espe¬ 
cially in the fall and winter, to re¬ 
move objectionable flavors and to 
. add keeping quality to the butter. 

| Eighth—Cooperation on the part of 
the drivers, patrons and crettnierymen 
is necessary in order to improve the 
; quality of the cream and butter,
